If the surface indications are to be 
credited, college hazing in Ohio 
col­ 
leges 
and 
universities a 
practice 
that has caused endless trouble and 
that at times has resulted iu 
the 
permanent 
injury 
of 
student#— is 
gradually going out of existence. Ot* 
ierbein University, at Westerville, a 
.United Brethren institution, is the 
latest to put the ban on all forms of 
hazing. 
Strangely enough, too, the 
students 
have initiated 
the decree, 
for they 
have promised the institu­ 
tion m anagement that not «even such 
“innocent” practices as the cutting 
of the hair of the new freshmen will 
be tolerated by them In the future. 
In the 
place of hazing there will be 
established a 
formal series of ath­ 
letic contests between the 
freshmen 
and 
sophomore 
students, 
contests 
that will be supervised by the pres­ 
ident of the university. 
Other Ohio 
colleges 
similarly 
sonfe years ago 
banished hazing and since have had 
little or no trouble 
from 
acts 
of ^ 
vandalism in their 
student 
bodies. 
Instead, each year at the beginning 
of the school term one da^ is 
.set 
apart for formal combat between the 
two classes. Not even a head is now 
shaved at Ohio State university, for 
instance, although a few years ago 
an epidemic of head shaving 
broke 
out in spite of all precautions. 
And so the anti-liazing crusade is 
growing and spreading. 
But it is

he says: 
•Their chief officer w as found to he 
Lieutenant Count von 
Schwerin, a 
nephew of the kaiser. T he com m ander 
Is oui? tw enty-five years old and has 
married only seven m ouths. The 
officer commanding the French detach­ 
ment found that the couftt’a sword w as 
I present from the em peror him self 
and bore an Inscription to th a t effect 
un the blade. 
The count’s saber, belt 
ami helmet were taken to St. Chien and 
presented to the w ife of the officer who 
made the capture. 
The sword w as 
blood stained and Its point tw isted.” 
The correspondent of the London 
Times sends the following under a 
Paris date:

flag from the hands of the wounded 
flag bearer and carried it on to victory. 
Joke on Eve of Battle.

A refugee who saw some of the fight­ 
ing on the Belgian frontier said tbs 
British soldiers were extraordinary be­ 
ings. 
"They went into battle sm oking their 
pipes,” he said. 
The coolness and nerve of the British 
soldier on the firing line are th e subjee 
of a cable m essage to the Central News 
of London: 
"The British troops w ent to their po 
sltions silently but happily. There was 
no singing because It was forbidden, 
but as the men deployed to the trench-

From 
where I was stationed I could see the 
passing for hours of column after col­ 
umn of German Infantry. 
They were 
•objected to a veritable hurricane of 
akin from the French artillery, and 
uie>’ went down by th e dozen. N ever­ 
theless more cam e forw ard to take the 
Pisces of the slain.” 
Prince Dies a Hero. 
Berlin newspapers are filled w ith 
stories of how prom inent German offl- 
■ers fell on the battlefields. 
How 
Brince Frederic William of Llppe died 
In the fighting before Liege is describ­ 
’d in a dispatch received from the 
headquarters of the Germ an army. 
T*he prince's infantry regim ent was 
surrounded by the Belgians under the 
walls of Liege, and he was struck by 
two bullets while standing among his

Carnage at Altkirch. 
A private, Jean M artin, invalided 
home, tells Le M atin how the French 
took Altkirch, in Lower Alsace. 
He 
says: 
"A fter whole days of m aneuvering 
we came near Altkirch, com manded by 
a ridge of the Vosges. 
We advanced 
our regim ent, being in the center, and 
our artillery was blazing away. 
"W hen we reached the top we saw 
at our feet a slope covered with culti 
vated fields. 
At the foot of the decliv­ 
ity were station and town. 
W hat a 
descent th a t was in skirm ishing order 
am ong the potatoes find beets!

This Is the story of the fall of Liege 
as told by n German officer to a re­ 
porter of the New York American: 
“The commander of one fort at a mo­ 
ment when the bombardment was 
heaviest went mad and shot his own 
men. 
“In the strong Fort Loncin GenertU 
Leman decided to hold bis ground or 
die. 
Steadily hi# gunners were shot 
down, and he himself helped to man 
the guns. 
When the end was inevita­ 
ble the Belgians disabled the last three 
guns and exploded the shells kept in 
readiness. 
“With about 100 men General Le­ 
man attempted to retire to a higher 
fort, but we had cut off thetr retreat 
A well placed shell tore through the 
battens! masonry and exploded In the 
main maga^ne. Then wo stormed the 
fort across ground literally strewn 
with bodies. 
“All the men in the fort were wound­ 
ed. 
Most were unconscious. 
A cor­ 
poral with one arm shattered valiant­ 
ly tried to drive us Iwok by firing his 
rifle. 
"Buried in debris and pinned be­ 
neath a massive beam was General 
Leman. 
He recovered consciousness 
and said: 
“ ’It is as it Is. 
The men fought val­ 
iantly. 
put It In your dispatches that 
I was unconscious.’ 
“We brought him to onr commander, 
General von Emmich. 
Extending his 
band, our commander said: 
" ‘General, you have gallantly and 
nobly held your forts.’ 
General Le- 
ruan replied. 
** T thank yon. 
Onr troops have 
lived up to their reputations.’ 
“Then, unbuckling his sword, Gen 
eral Leman tendered It to General von 
Emmich. 
** ‘No,’ replied the German command 
er. 
*To have crossed swords with you 
has been an honor.’ 
“And the fire in General Ivcman’s 
eye was dimmed bv a tear.”

able location for some sort of garbage 
disposal plant as well, but that 
the 
present circuitous route out the eBn- 
ton road, over two miles, would he 
entirely too long for profitable trans­ 
portation of such matter, and consid­ 
eration is now being given to the pos- 
s,aditj of securing a shorter route to 
the slant. 
Should this not be pos­ 
sible, it is expected 
that 
an effort 
would be made to 
find a 
sufficient 
plot of ground more nearly adjacent 
to the city, and on a paved road, if 
possible, so that hauling would 
not 


need to be interrupted at any time. 
W hile the initial cost of such 
a 
plant would of course be consider­ 
able. the fact that in many 
cities 
similar plants have proven very near­ 
ly if not quite sett-supporting has 
proven a strong argument in favor 
of this sensible means of disposing 
of waste products of the city which 
cannot be taken care 
of by 
sewer 
system, and a joint m eeting of the 
health board and the 
councilm an^ 
committee iB expected to 
be 
called 
soon to consider data on the subject 
now being co lleted by H ealth Officer 
Schwartz.

a globular shape, and lf the tower is 
of sufficient length they solidify before 
reaching the bottom.

NOW RESTOCKING THE 
STATE WITH PHEASANTS 


Columbus, Sept- 17. 
The state of 
Ohio is paying 50 cents a piece for 
eggs. 
These are pheasant eggs and 
they are hatched out to help restock 
the state with pheasants. Two varie­ 
ties are being used by the state, Eng­ 
lish Golden and Hungarian pheasants. 
A large number of these birds have 
been imported in pairs and distributed 
throughout the state in places deem­ 
ed best for their propagation.
